CRUEL QUACKERY 

How a Minneapolis doctor once tried to starve her patients back to health 


I n 1902,41-year-old Gertrude Young 
was losing hope. A stroke two years 
earlier had rendered her arm and leg 
partially paralyzed. Now they mostly 
dangled, slack and useless. 

Doctors were only able to help her with 
her pain. She wanted control of her body 
again. Which is how she ended up in the 
Minneapolis office of Linda Burfield Perry. 

Perry—or, ‘'Dr. Perry,” to her patients— 
was not, in fact, a doctor. But she had 
training as an osteopathic nurse, and 
she had no shortage of ideas. She told 
Young she could fix her paralysis with 
a new alternative treatment: 40 days 
without food. 

Fasting could cure nearly all diseases, 
she claimed. Young would take no food 
and only small amounts of tomato broth 
or strained orange juice. A friend would 
watch over her, and Perry or one of her 
nurses would check in on her. After the 
allotted time was up. Young would have 
her full range of mobility back. 


A month in, her friend was getting scared. 
Young was shaking and sweating bullets, 
and she kept vomiting. Perry assessed the 
situation, and instructed her friend to open 
the windows so Young could get some air. 

Young only got worse. A nurse was so 
alarmed that she called Young’s old doctor, 
U.G. Williams. He said Young should stop 
fastingimmediately and eat some bone broth 
and soft foods. She refused. She wouldn’t 
eat until she was cured. 

Over the next few days. Young’s body hol¬ 
lowed out, caved in, and turned yellow. She 
finally died on the 39th day of the fast. As it 
happened, Williams was also the Hennepin 
County coroner. He opened an inquiry. The 
fact that several of Young’s most precious 
pieces of jewelry were missing—supposedly 
gifted to a nurse who was never found- 
made the circumstances doubly suspicious. 

Williams accused Perry of “cruel and 
unnecessary quackery.” But during an 
inquest, she spoke of how mainstream 
medicine tried to shut down nontraditional 


methods. Eighteen patients had taken her 
fasting cure, and only Young had died— 
mostly likely because she hadn’t been fol¬ 
lowing Perry’s instructions closely. 

Nobody could charge Perry with a crime. 
After all, she wasn’t really a doctor, so she 
had no license to revoke. And Young could 
have eaten whenever she wanted. 

The death of Gertrude Young wasn’t the 
end for “Dr.” Linda Perry. After marrying 
Samuel Hazzard, she took his name and 
used a legal loophole to acquire licensure 
in Washington. She built a clinic to practice 
her alternative medicine and published her 
first book. Fasting for the Cure. 

The local morgue looked on in horror 
as emaciated corpses began to arrive from 
Hazzard’s clinic, with Hazzard endingup in 
many of their wills. Authorities were largely 
unable to intervene. Hazzard was licensed, 
and her patients were willing guinea pigs. 

Hazzard was eventually convicted of 
manslaughter after wealthy Brit Dorothea 
Williamson was rescued from the clinic.

malnourished but alive. She served a two- 
year sentence and moved to New Zealand, 
where she continued to practice medicine. 

In 1938, Hazzard took ill and followed 
her own advice. She died quickly, at age 71, 
of starvation, -hannah jones

SUBVERSION 

A charter school’s attempt to sabotage 
historic preservation and 
the people trying to save it

T his month, the St. 

Paul City Council 
will decide whether to 
designate a 92-year-old 
former church for his¬ 
toric preservation. It’s 
safe to count leaders 
of the Twin Cities German Immersion 
School in vigorous opposition. 

The public charter school owns the 
former St. Andrew’s Church in the Como 
Park neighborhood of St. Paul, operat¬ 
ing a cafeteria and gymnasium there. 
They seek to demolish the Romanesque 
revivalist structure, replacing it with a 
new gym to better meet the needs of a 
growing student body. 

So for months, quietly and behind the 
scenes, they’ve been doing their best to 
sabotage any hope that the building lives 
on. 

Since opening in2005, German Immer¬ 
sion has grown from serving two grades 
to nine. It hosts students and teachers 


from abroad and sends its own to a sis¬ 
ter school in Germany. Enrollment has 
risen to 580 kids, with the expectation 
of breaking 600 by 2021. St. Andrew’s 
must go, says Executive Director Ted 


Anderson, if the school is to succeed. 

But since announcing its intent to bull¬ 
doze the former church in late 2017, the 
plan has drawn the ire of neighbors and 
preservationists. Among them is Muriel 


Gubasta, whose great-grandparents immi¬ 
grated from Hungary to Como in the 
early 1900s, attending the church that 
was built in the 1920s. 

Its history of serving the Hungarian 
community, and its century-old archi¬ 
tecture style rarely found in the Twin 
Cities are compelling reasons to save it, 
Gubasta says. ’’People fused their spiritual 
and social lives in this building.” 

Yet last fall, school leaders announced a 
plan to take down take down St. Andrew’s 
bell tower eight months before the 
remainder would be demolished. In Sep¬ 
tember, Nic Ludwig, chairman of German 
Immersion’s facilities committee, told the 
District 10 Como Community Council 
that “urgency was needed... because of 
some cost savings” for the school, accord¬ 
ing to minutes of that meeting. (Ludwig 
denies saying this.) 

“The contractor has given us an esti¬ 
mate of how much time would be saved 
by having part of the building removed 
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before the construction starts,” Ludwig 
told a Como Community subcommittee 
the following month, according to an 
audio recording. 

But internal school emails show a more 
pressing rationale: School leaders hoped 
that by quickly killing the tower, the city 
would have no choice but to let them 
destroy the rest. 

THE TACTICS OF 
‘BAD DEVELOPERS’ 


A nderson maintains that his¬ 
toric designation would be 
“catastrophic” for the school, 
since it would “lock us into the 
building.” 

German Immersion bought the church 
in 2013—two years after the Catholic dio¬ 
cese decommissioned it—and renamed 


it the Aula, the German word for audito¬ 
rium. The sanctuary was converted into 
the school’s first on-site gym. 

But it would soon become clear that 
a former church sanctuary was “very 
limiting to gym class,” says Anderson. 

The Aula’s useable space is not big 
enough to host basketball or volleyball 
games, or to install a climbing wall, he 
adds. School leaders also maintain the 
building needs more than $1 million for 
a new roof, boiler, windows, and doors. 

“If we can’t deliver the program that 
we really want to, that makes us less 


desirable as a school,” Anderson says. 

But to the group Save Historic St. 
Andrew’s, which rose from talk of 
demolition, the building’s history and 
architecture gives their neighborhood 
a central identity. 

Roy Neal lives near Hamline University 
and has been involved in efforts to save 
older buildings that the college targeted 
for removal. He says preserving history 
isn’t about nostalgia or living in the past. 

“They are education resources for the 
future,” Neal says of these structures. 
“Once they’re gone, they’re gone.” 

While Anderson says the neighborhood 
group “appears unconcerned about what 
goes on inside the building,” members 
say they hope to find a solution to keep 
the school operating there. 

Still, school leaders took historic des¬ 
ignation as a threat. 


“We are facing a neighborhood group 
that is seeking historic designation (with¬ 
out our agreement),” Ludwig wrote in 
an email to Eric Olson at RJM Construc¬ 
tion—the school’s contractor—in June 
2018. “One way to help stop the historical 
designation is to change enough of the 
church building now.” 

Another email from August shows Lud¬ 
wig asking Craig Kepler, a Minneapolis 
real estate attorney, to weigh in on the 
possibility of the school “pulling a demo 
permit early and altering the building 
enough to diminish the architecture 


enough to get the neighbor group to stop 
seeking historic designation.” 

Gubasta says the emails show a school 
breaching its “already slim trust” with 
the surrounding community. “People who 
intentionally deceive the public should 
not be allowed to manage charter school 
projects,” she says. 

Neal argues that defacing an old build¬ 
ing is a classic tactic of “bad developers.” 
He calls the emails “shady and churlish.” 

Yet Ludwig downplays any untoward 
plot. “That’s not the sole purpose of our 
endeavor of asking contractors to look 
at opportunities like that,” he says. “The 
case was, ‘How can we move forward 
with the building project, as owners of 
the building?”’ 

The emails are also but a small part of 
the internal debate, Anderson adds: “I 
wouldn’t take five or six comments from 
a few emails to represent the whole of the 
discussion.... Any assertion that people 
are being less than honest or sneaky or 
disingenuous is not consistent with what 
I’ve experienced.” 

JUST FIVE LIKES 


Y et internal emails show German 
Immersion worrying about the 
neighborhood group as early 
as spring of last year. 

“What’s the word on historical des¬ 
ignation of the Aula?” Ludwig wrote to 
Anderson and several others in March 
2018. “What are the possibilities of a group 
pushing for some sort of designation? 
There is a historical preservation group 
(self organized, not city official) that cre¬ 
ated a save St. Andrews [Facebook] page 
and other posts about the project.” 

“Unfortunately, groups can have an 
impact on what happens even if they 
don’t own the building,” responded Deb 
Rathman, a principal at Rivera Architects.

“We may want to consider taking out a 
demo permit sooner than later to flush 
this out.” 

Others agreed, though some acknowl¬ 
edged it could cause controversy. 

“Demolition permits in Minneapolis 
and St. Paul have become very hot-button 
issues,” wrote John Steingraeber, another 
architect working with the school. 

Anderson, for his part, didn’t seem too 
threatened by Save St. Andrew’s at first. 

“Not sure what the best course of 
action is,” he wrote the next day, “but I 
am pleased at the number of level-headed 
and helpful comments I saw from names 
I don’t know.” 

He added: “The ‘Save St. Andrew’s’ 
page remains at 5 likes.” 

This reassurance didn’t last long. Two 
days later, school officials learned the 
group had approached the city about 
historical designation. 

“I guess this is their notification that 
they are not interested in working with 
German Immersion to come to a solution 
that works for the school and are only 
interested in keeping the building, at our 
expense,” Anderson wrote. 

‘I LIKE BDLD’ 


A s the weeks went on, German 
Immersion continued to share 
concern about the neighborhood 
group. In June, Kepler wrote that 
historical designation “can be a nightmare” 
for property owners.

“It can, for example, impose a require¬ 
ment that all exterior maintenance involve 
historically accurate windows and surface 
materials—very expensive,” he wrote. 

He recalled being involved “in a bat¬ 
tle” over the failed preservation of a Rex 
Hardware building on 26th Street and 
Lyndale Avenue in south Minneapolis —“a 
crappy little 1,000 sf single-floor brick 
building with rotting floors, a haven for 
drug users and prostitutes.” 

That same month, Adam Lindberg, an 
engineer with Ericksen Roed & Associ¬ 
ates, expressed belief that the school had 
reached the point of no return. 

“Since the neighborhood has become 
unwilling to work with us, they have made 
the decision here in my opinion,” he wrote. 
‘We have reached out many olive branches 
to try to come to a compromise.” 

Soon, Ludwig sent the email suggest¬ 
ing they “change enough of the building 
now” to “help stop historic designation.” 

But in a follow-up, Steingraeber cau¬ 
tioned that partial demolition could make 
it “very tricky” for the school “to main¬ 
tain our certificate of occupancy.” That’s 
because the Aula building would then 
be “under construction (or deconstruc¬ 
tion)” for an entire school year, and the 
structural integrity of the building would 
have to be maintained. 

“That said: the idea is bold, and I like 
bold,” Steingraeber wrote. The bell tower 
plan needed to “remain strictly confiden¬ 
tial,” Ludwig emphasized. Today, Anderson 
says the school was simply exploring all 
options. One idea was to save a doorway 
and stained glass, to be displayed at the 
new building as a compromise to the neigh- 
borhood group. But Neal likens this to 
“making grandma an organ donor” after 
she dies. The ideas were rejected. “Col¬ 
laboration is working together,” Neal says. 
“Not We’re going to go forward with our 
plan and throw you a bone.’” 

‘IT WON’T SAVE US 
ANY MONEY’ 


B y October, the school made its 
partial demolition plan public 
and was facing backlash. Save 
St. Andrew’s members protested 
with signs across the street, to the dismay 
of school leaders. ‘We all knew they would 
try to chain themselves to the building 
before this was over,” Lindberg wrote 
in an email. 

But German Immersion also began to 
grow weary of the bell tower idea Explained 
Dori Dufresne of the St. Paul Department 
of Safety and Inspections: “The concern is 
that the building will become unsafe for 
occupants.” In other words, the school 
would need a special permit. 

Ludwig complained about the city’s 
objections, writing of “extraneous addi¬ 
tional requirements” and “a new slate of 
things we are being told we need to do.” 
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But Steingraeber recommended taking 
partial demolition “off the table.” For 
one, he “highly doubted” that removing 
the bell tower would prevent historic 
designation on its own and emphasized 
that factors besides architecture are also 
considered in the process. 

“The city is right to ask for a building 
permit for partial demo,” Steingraeber 
wrote. ‘"You can’t just put a new roof over 
a demolished part of a school without a 
permit.” 

The plan also “won’t save us any money 
because of the costs of the temporary 
water line and additional permit fees,”

he added. “We have not at all addressed 
the possibility that something could go 
wrong during partial demolition that 
could impact school safety or operations 
or—worse—jeopardize our certificate of 
occupancy.” 

Others ultimately agreed. Anderson 
even questioned how Eric Olsen at RJM 
Construction, the school’s contractor, and 
Karl Jentoft, a principal at Tensquare, 
the Washington D.C.-based consulting 
company that the school also contracts 
with, “let us go down this road.” 

Still, Anderson tells City Pages he has 
full confidence in the advice he’s getting 
from contractors and consultants. His 
email simply bemoans “all the roadblocks” 
the school has faced. 

“We just want to educate our kids,” 
he says. 

It’s not just the neighbors German 
Immersion must overcome. Last fall, the 
St. Paul Heritage Preservation Commis¬ 
sion voted to support historic designa¬ 
tion. In January, the Minnesota Historic 
Preservation Office recommended that 
the building be placed on the National 
Registry. 

The St. Paul Planning Commission, on 
the other hand, sided with the school, 
noting the city’s desire to work with 
educational institutions. 

More roadblocks may or may not be 
on the way. The City Council will hold a 
public hearing May 15. They are expected 
to vote on historic designation a week 
later. Not until June will the school 
know whether it can finally demolish 
St. Andrew’s and build anew. 

It still hopes to have a new g 5 mi waiting 
for students when they arrive this fall.

order. 

That’s partly because Teddy, who was 
born with Down S 5 mdrome, doesn’t like 
change. But it’s more so because he knows 
what he’s into—why order anything else? 

Growing up in Wayzata, we frequented 
restaurants from Sunsets and Blue Point 
(both longgone), to GOV and McCormick’s. 
By now, at the age of 29, Teddy s an expert 
on the burger options at each. Which is why 
we recently set out to taste and compare 
’em all in hopes of finding the best. 

Some places only offered one; when an 
establishment had several burgers on the 
menu, we opted for the signature (that is, 
the one named after the restaurant or the 
one most highly recommended). These 
are our seven favorites. 

The Cheeseburger at Wayzata Bar 
and Grill ($10) 

With nine burgers to choose from at the 
Muni, we asked our waitress which proved 
most popular. She said, without hesitating: 
the Cheeseburger. You can’t go wrong with 
something ultra-classic, and that’s exactly 
what we got straightforward, no friUs cheese 
and meat. It’s a burger that tastes like it’s 
just come off your grill, boasting all the 
burger-y goodness sauces and accoutre¬ 
ments can mask. Lettuce, tomato, and onion 
were served alongside, but neither of us 
felt compelled to add anything at all—this 
one is meant for those who want to really 
taste the meat. Accompanying fries were 
substantial and not overly salty, and Teddy, 


as a basic-burger lover, thoroughly enjoyed 
the simplicity of the entire thing. 925 Lake

The Dirty French Burger at Bellecour 
($15 on the bar menu, $18 at brunch) 

You can smell the flavors of Bellecour’s 
burger as soon as it’s set before you. Messy 
fingers and faces are unavoidable due to 
the black truffle sauce, raclette cheese, and 
tender beef—luckily, in a move generally 


reserved for a platter of saucy wings, it was 
served with a side plate of wet towels. The 
burger can spill out from the bun, but eating 
with fingers or forks doesn’t diminish the 
experience. Even with truffle, it centers 
on fundamentals: the quality of the dry- 
aged meat and uniqueness of the melty, 
gooey raclette. It boasts the fancy flavors 
of France without stealing thunder from 
what makes aburger aburger. It comes with 
super skinny, ultra-crispy pommes frites 


and two dipping sauces: the traditional 
ketchup and creme fi*aiche. The whole thing 
is very French and very good. 739Lake St.

The Brick Burger at ninetwentyfive ($18) 

This burger comes with a lot of add-ons: 
onion marmalade, bacon, lettuce, cheese, 
and lemon herb aioli. While some of it con¬ 
tributed to the overall taste (I particularly 
enjoyed the onion; Teddy, the bacon), it 
does feel a little bit like a case of quantity 
over quality. The lettuce was a tad soggy 
from the aioli, and it was the cheese that 
provided the most flavor—though fans 
of classic American cheese won’t be dis¬ 
appointed. Teddy, who’d opt for a plain 
cheeseburger any day of the week, enjoyed 
the lack of fancy seasoning, though not as 
much as the classic he’d ordered at the 
Muni. The fries are on the thicker side, 
and only lightly salted. 925Lake St. E; 612-

The COV Burger at COV ($19) 

Rather than slotting the garnish on the 
side, here at COV it’s all piled directly onto 
the burger. Shaved lettuce, pickles, and 
American cheese are automatics (much to 
the dismay of my brother, who isn’t a pickle 
person). The creamy dijonnaise, mixed 
with well-melted cheese, makes for a messy 
meal but packs a ton of flavor—definitely 
no need for ketchup. Even Teddy, who 
easily goes through two or three dishes of 
said condiment per burger, used it spar¬ 
ingly: a huge compliment. Accompanying 
fries were, he says, ‘'too salty” (a phrase 
that doesn’t exist in my vocabulary), and 
served with a sprinkling of green herbs, 
which we both could have done with¬ 
out. Overall, it’s a heck of a tasty lunch.

The Steak Burger at Gianni’s 
Steakhouse($18) 

Boasting the biggest patty of any Wayzata 
burger, this baby comes open-faced, and 
once assembled to your liking, it stands 
quite tall, making it a tad difficult to fit 
into your mouth. Any ketchup you add is 
likely to spill out in an attempt to squeeze 
it down into a more manageable size. The 
meat is clearly high-quality, and as its name 
suggests, this one tastes more like a slab 
of steak than a burg. Teddy loved its sim¬ 
plistic flavor; I was left feeling it lacked 
something. Add bacon, avocado, or even a 
fried egg to give it a little something extra. 
The fries are simple, without additional 
seasoning.

Fat Burger at GSmith Restaurant ($18.95) 

With abunch to choose from, we ultimately 
opted for 6Smith’s Fat Burger, one of two 
that appear on both the lunch and din¬ 
ner menus. This one’s a mammoth, and 
between liquid cheese, additional sauce, 
and an unfortunately thin bottom bun, you 
can expect a mess—albeit a delicious one. 
(Teddy actually finished his with a fork.) 
Considering our opposite responses to a few 
burgers, the fact that we agreed this was 
a top contender speaks to its widespread 
appeal. Foodies will appreciate its Ched¬ 
dar fondue and bacon jam; traditionalists 
can enjoy the quality of the patties, which 
practically melt in your mouth. It doesn’t, 
however, taste as expensive as it is. At $18.95, 
it’s among the costliest of a costly bunch 
(save the Venison and Kobe “Juicy Lucy,” 
which 6Smith offers for $20.95). The meal 
comes with fries I can only describe as 
rather... potato-y? You’ll need a condiment 
to add flavor—luckily, they come with a 
dish of delectable garlic aioli. 294 E. Grove

The McCormick Burger at McCor¬ 
mick’s Pub & Restaurant ($14) 

Braised in Guinness, the McCormick Burger 
tastes, and even looks, more like a short 
rib sammy than a traditional burger. The 
quality is exceptional, and its stout-essenced 
flavor is clearly the focus. While Teddy 
enjoyed the white cheddar cheese, and 
I the pancetta, ketchup was a must for 
both of us. The fries on the side were thin, 
crispy, and perfectly salted: a great bonus. 
While the dinner menu boasts three burger 
options, the McCormick is the only one 
that’s also offered during lunch. If you’re 
looking for a sandwich that’s meaty, in 
flavor and in proportions, this is the one 
for you.

11 the best stuff is made for kids. 
Monster trucks. Flavor-blasted 
snack chips. Ever 5 ^hing on 
Cartoon Network. And now: 
Detective Pikachu, the new 
Pokemon crime-solving movie (PG) that 
will very likely be my favorite film of 2019. 

Tim Goodman (Justice Smith) is a 
21-year-old insurance salesman and some¬ 
thing of a loner who learns that his father’s 
dead (or is he?), and he has to wrap up his 
affairs. As his train pulls into bustling Ryme 
City, a wealthy humanitarian (poketarian?) 
on TV (Bill Nighy) explains how he estab¬ 
lished a place where people and Pokemon 
live in harmony, without battling. He also 
invites everyone to a parade that’ll bring the 
whole populace to a single location, thus 
all but ensuring a third-act showdown in 
which their way of life is threatened and 
our hero has to save the day. (We’ll call 
that Chekov’s Gengar.) 

Tim eventually gets to Dad’s, where he 
finds a few things he didn’t expect: a young 
wannabe investigative journalist named 
Lucy (Kathryn Newton) who’s pretty easy on 
the eyes, a small vial of unidentified purple 
fluid that definitely isn’t the first clue to 
unraveling some massive conspiracy, and 
an over-caffeinated Pikachu with the voice 
of Ryan Reynolds. Shocked that Tim can 


understand what he’s saying (most people 
just hear his delightful pika-pika squeaks), 
the pint-sized, lightning-bolt-tailed furball 
explains how he thinks Tim’s dad is still 
alive and that something shady is going on. 

From there, it’s Pokemon and people solv¬ 
ing crime together. Mysteries are answered, 
relationships forged. Diplo Diplos behind 
the booth at an underground battle. Etc. 

Reynolds is Pika-perfect as our electri¬ 
fied yellow sidekick—the irreverent little 
guy is essentially Deadpool dialed back 97 
percent, with one-liners about farts and 
coffee instead of ball-fondling and penetra¬ 
tion. Justice Smith, a relatively fresh face 
you might recognize from Jurassic World: 
FallenKingdom, plays the charming, slightly 
self-conscious Tim with winning sweetness. 

If you’re a now-grown fan who played 
Pokemon Red and terrorized your mother 
for those thin foil-wrapped packs of cards 
in the Walmart checkout line, you’ll catch 
plenty of easter eggs. Mewtwo is back as the 
bad guy—a cool development that people 
who spend arguably “too much” time read¬ 
ing fan theories will realize could connect 
the flick to Pokemon Red and Blue. This 
detective movie actually might not be a 
one-off: Director Rob Letterman recently 
told GameSpot that he “really wanted to 
connect it to the overall Pokemon universe,” 
hopping ever so gracefully onto the the

Marvel Cinematic Universe’s “let’s fi:*anchise 
this bitch” coattails. 

Casual Pokemon masters can chuckle at 
references to the bits of trivia still rattling 
around their brains—Magikarp really does 
suck, am I right?—but there’s something 
here even for the utterly uninitiated. 

Between extended chases through 
abandoned government labs and footage 
of exploding cars, it’s chock-full of what we 
all want out of our pocket monster movies: 
heart. When Tim breaks down about his 
strained relationship with his dad in front 
of his new Pokemon pal. Smith’s onscreen 
tears mightgetyou doingthat no-really-my- 
eye-is-just-itchy thing. It’s as tenderhearted 
and refreshingly anti-macho as it is fun. 

Plus, and I cannot stress this enough: 
Rita Ora plays a scientist. 

Detective Pikachu is no universe-altering 
superhero saga like Endgame, but it doesn’t 
have to be. It’s adorable and it’s goofy and 
it warms your heart. And it’s not even two 
hours long—who knew they made movies 
that short an 3 miore? You won’t even sense 
the first strains of an over cola’d bladder by 
the time the (kickass) credit sequence rolls. 

Oh, right. Because it’s for kids. 03 
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PURE POETRY 

Sor Juana celebrates a complex woman

or Juana Ines de la Cruz was a 
woman, a writer, and an inde¬ 
pendent thinker in a 17th-cen¬ 
tury world where it was widely 
frowned upon to combine any 
two of those characteristics, let alone 
all three. 

The eponymous offenses in The Sins of 
Sor Juana include some of the passionate 
poems for which Sor Juana is celebrated 
to this day, but they also include truly 
hurtful actions the character, as portrayed 
in Karen Zacarias’ 1999 play, comes to 
regret. When the whole world seems to 
be against you, Zacarias suggests, it can 
be hard to know where to compromise, 
and when to forgive. 

The play is eventful and accessible, but 
Zacarias has given companies a challenging 
balance to strike: celebrating Sor Juana’s 
spirit without making her a saint. The new 
production by Ten Thousand Things is 
strongest in its first half, before comedy 
and suspense turn to tragedy. The drawn- 
out conclusion dilutes the show’s initial 
impact, in large part because of the play¬ 
wright’s decision to tell two simultaneous 
stories that require back-to-back endings 
on similar notes. 

Even by the standards of a company 
known for quality casts, director Marcela 
Lorca has assembled a sterling ensemble. 
In the close confines of the standard Ten 
Thousand Things stage configuration—in 
the round, lights up—the actors’ shared 
energy shines. 

That’s particularly true of the would-be 
romantic triangle at the heart of the play’s 
main story. An instantly winning Thallis

Santesteban plays Sor Juana with a sharp 
wit and a pure spirit; she’s up against Jason 
Rojas as an outrageously over-the-top cad 
and Ryan Colbert as a droll suitor with genu¬ 
ine affection but compromised motives. 

They’re in the court of a powerful Viceroy 
(Pedro Bay on) and Vicereine (Sun Mee 
Chomet), who are pulling the trio’s strings, 
but in different directions. Chomet glories 
in juicy dual roles as the flamboyant Vice¬ 
reine and as a bratty fundamentalist who 
becomes Sor Juana’s nunnery nemesis in 
the framing story. 

Zacarias makes generous and effective 
use of Sor Juana’s poetry, recited in both 
English and Spanish. The play is attentive 
to the complex interrelationships of race, 
class, gender, and nationality in New Spain: 
today’s Mexico. An Aztec maid (George 
Keller) keeps being mischaracterized as 
Mayan, in a clear parallel to the kind of 
unapologetic ignorance Native communi¬ 
ties face today. 

The company’s design team efficiently 
transports us to the story’s setting. Sarah 
Bahr’s rich costumes have the kind of detail 
you can really appreciate in this kind of 
up-close setting, and the props managed by 
Abbee Warmboe are a marvel. With threats 
to free speech and to women’s control over 
their own bodies alarmingly on the rise, Sor 
Juana is even more resonant today than it 
was 20 years ago. Lorca’s winning produc¬ 
tion is an apt tribute to a trailblazing writer 
who remains underappreciated. 03

ROUND MIDNIGHT 

On Death Before Mourning, Lady Midnight’s many 
styles form a singular sound

L ady Midnight is in no rush. 

Not till late 2016, after six 
years performing and record¬ 
ing music, did she celebrate 
what she now calls her “debut” 
at the 7th St. Entry. “Midnight Special” 
was a showcase for the producers she’d 
worked with, each of whom took center 
stage for a mini-set, and for the St. Paul- 
born singer herself, who came out and 
performed with each of her collabora¬ 
tors in ornate, self-designed costumes 
and hair-styling. The event was a perfect 
distillation of the Lady Midnight aesthetic: 
a well-planned spectacle designed for a 
small space, a combination of the intimate 
and the elaborate, splitting the difference 
between DIY and polish. 

Since that show Adriana Rimpel’s alter 
ego has kept plenty busy. She’s recorded 
features for P.O.S and sung backing vocals 
for Brother Ali. She’s contributed to the 
compilation Dismembered and Unarmed 


and recorded an EP as Parables of Neptune 
with Afrokeys. She even put out an EP of 
her own in collaboration with Mike the 
Mailyr. She’s done just about ever 5 Thing, 
in fact, but release a solo full-length. 

“I haven’t really established my own sense 
of voice and said. This is me,”’ Rimpel says, 
plainspoken and quietly composed, but 
with a giddy undercurrent, as she sits in 
a back room at Sound Verite Studios in 
Falcon Heights. “And I think that’s exactly 
what this record is going to do.” 

“This record” is Death Before Mourn¬ 
ing, which comes out this Friday, and on 
it Lady Midnight is no longer the versa¬ 
tile shape-shifter we’ve heard on previous 
recordings. She’s instead the clear vocal 
presence that anyone who’sseenherperform 
will recognize. And, maybe paradoxically, 
she’s achieved that consistency of tone by 
increasing her range of producers, bringing 
in multiple local heavy hitters from Psymun 
toMMYKK. 


‘What I really wanted to do was get away 
from working with one producer, so I knew 
that I wasn’t making compromises based 
on their sounds or capacity,” she says. “I 
was able to work with everybody and let 
the songs speak to me as far as what seemed 
like a collection or a cohesive thought.” 

The sound is diverse but unified, held 
together not just by the voice of Lady Mid¬ 
night but by her sensibility, a political thrust 
that’s still luxurious, rejecting the sense 
that hardening or austerity is necessary 
to take a committed stance. At times her 
voice fioats amid the dense electronics as 
though intoning a mantra, as on the open¬ 
ing line “This is my blood song for all of my 
loved ones.” At others, it takes on a slightly 
seductive tone, like a more companionable 
Sade, or is unstably Auto-Tuned to create 
wobbly harmonies with itself. 

Recorded primarily at Medium Zach’s 
Woodgrain Studios in south Minneapolis, 
Death Before Mourning has been a long- 
gestating work: Rimpel began work on the 
title track back in 2015. And in some ways it 
is the culmination (for now) of a career that 
started almost accidentally when Rimpel 
was an MC AD T A A friend asked her, “Are 
you still singing?” one day, which surprised 
her because she only sang around friends. 
But this led to an audition for the Afro- 
Cuban band Malamanya, with whom she 
began singing in 2010 before leaving to help 
form the electronic project Vandaam, and, 
eventually, step out for a solo careeer. 

That background in visual arts still plays 
a role in Rimpel’s music. “As a photographer 
you’re fascinated with and almost obsessed 
with light, because that’s how you make an 
image, with light, and with the different 
tones, particularly in black and white,” she 
says. “In my work, that translates to this 
balance of light and dark that can be heard 
not only in the content of my work but also 
within the production and the phrasing. 
Perhaps how I frame a story and also the 
space that gives in between each note is 
important to me.” 

Her performances integrate her visual 
style too. “I was creating these portraits of 
these pretty far-out people that could have 
been, like. Star Wars extras,” she says of her 
photography work “And then I started dress¬ 
ing myself for shows, and I started seeing 
the connection: OK, this is this character 
I’ve been performing for some time now. 
I definitely had this vision of T’m going to 
wrap you in hair’—I was just so obsessed 
with hair! I would make sculptures out of 
hair. In my early days as Lady Midnight I 
would wear this coat made out of weave.”

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That look has drawn, though not con¬ 
sciously at first, from her background, 
which is Mexican, Haitian, and Aztec. ‘The 
aesthetic in many ways almost looks very 
indigenous, primordial in some ways, but 
there’s also this futuristic element within it, 
just creating new shapes for the body, new 
shapes for what the crown might look like,” 
she says. Similarly, her music has drawn 
from her childhood experiences, going to 
powwows and on marches to the Capital 
with her mother, a singer with a philosophy 
degree who became a social worker and an 
activist for battered women and victims of 
sexual abuse. 

In addition to music, Rimpel is an edu¬ 
cator, working primarily with teens and 
preteens who “are marginalized who have 
experienced abuse and trauma, and using the 
power of the arts to validate their identity 
and their existence.”

True to her pacing. Lady Midnight’s been 
indulging in a slow rollout for the album. 
She’ll be performing a few shows in the 
early summer with a five-piece live band 
before a proper release show in August 
that will offer people a chance to see how 
she’s integrated the various sounds she’s 
mastered over the years. 

“Growingup, Tyrone Guzman, aChicano 
and Latino activist, he used to always call 
me ‘Butterfly,’ because he said like a social 
butterfly I used to go from one group to the 
next to the next. It was like I belonged to all 
of them and I belonged to none of them,” 
she recalls. “I think that’s still how I am.” 03

I justify nondisclosure to 
myself these ways, even though I know it’s 
not ethical. On the occasions where I have 
disclosed. I’ve been made to feel like a leper 
by dudes who 10 minutes before were begging 
me not to have to use a condom. I obviously 
have a lot of resentment over having this 
stupid thingand over the guilt I have around 
nondisclosure, and I suspect my history of 
casual sex is influenced by not wanting to 
deal with this conversation. Which brings 
us to now. What I thought was a one-night 
stand has turned into a months-longaffair, 
and I’m amazed to report I find my self lik¬ 
ing and respecting this guy. (I know, I know: 

If I really respected him. I’d have told him 
before I ever knew I respected him). What 
do I do?I have to tell him. But how?Is there 
any justification for what I’ve done? Can I 
just say, “Oh man, I noticed a thingand went 
and got tested and guess what?” That just 
adds to the lie. There’s no way I can have 
a relationship with this guy based on trust 
going forward, is there? I’ve fucked this up 
and I have to bail, don’t I? Am I going to be 
alone for the rest of my life? 

DESERVES TO BE ALONE 


You’re not a garbage human, DTBA. You 
didn’t share somethingyou should’ve—the 
fact that you, like upwards of 50 percent of 
everyone, have herpes—but weren’t obli¬ 
gated to. The problem with not disclos¬ 
ing, as you now know, is that casual sex 
partners have away of becoming potential 
long-term partners. And by the time you 
recognize someone’s long-term potential, 
the stakes are so high that bailing looks like 
an easier option.

‘We don’t think DTBA needs to bail,” 
Momo and Felix wrote in a joint email. 
“And we don’t think she’s destined to be 
alone for the rest of her life.” 

Momo and Felix are the co-creators of 
My Bo 5 Triend Has Herpes, an Instagram 
account that has amassed more than 15,000 
followers in just afew months. Using simple, 
direct prose and Momo’s charming illus¬ 
trations, Momo and Felix educate others 
about herpes while sharing the story of their 
relationship—from how they met, to F elix’s 
disclosure, to Momo’s initial hesitation to 
get involved with someone who has herpes. 

“Our stance is pro-disclosure, always, 
but we know this isn’t possible for everyone 
living with HSV,” said Momo and Felix. 
“Unfortunately, one ofthe significant pitfalls 
of [not disclosing early on] is the difficulty 
it adds to the potential of a long-term rela¬ 
tionship. And while we don’t agree with 
DTBA’s choice to not disclose to her part¬ 
ners, we understand why she might have 
made those choices. The stigma against 
herpes is terrible.” 

Momo and Felix both feel—and I’m with 
them—thatyou need to be completely honest 
with this guy, even if it means the relation¬ 
ship could end. But it might not end, DTBA. 
He might have a disclosure of his own to 
make, or the relationship could end for 
other reasons. 

So how do you broach this topic? 

“She obviously cares about this person,” 
wrote Momo and Felix. “She made a mis¬ 
take and she wants to make it right. DTBA 
needs to acknowledge her actions (opting 
for nondisclosure) and their impact (putting 
her partner at risk without his informed 
consent). DTBA’s partner may very likely 
feel betrayed or deceived. He might want 
to end the relationship, and his feelings 
would be valid. Unfortunately, allthatDTBA 
can do is acknowledge her mistake, make 
herself vulnerable, and accept his reaction.” 

“But whatever happens, she doesn’t 
deserve to be alone,” they said. ‘We all make 
mistakes, and we all have the opportunity 
to do better.”
